@ The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has decreased from 9.6% 
in September 1995 to 9.5% in September 1996. 


B The proportion of persons working overtime in August 1996 was 14.3%. 


B Working days lost through industrial disputes during July 1996 totalled 
2,800. 


@ The number of short term visitor arrivals in July increased 44.6% and was 
21.0% higher than in July 1995.

Gross state product (GSP) grew 0.8% in the June quarter compared with the na- 
tonal average of 1.4%. This is the third consecutive quarter in which the rate of 
increase in GSP has slowed and is considerably below the strong growth of 
2.3% recorded in the September quarter 1995, 


Wages, salaries and supplements grew 0.8%, slightly lower than. in recent quar- 
ters. Growth continues to be below the national rate, a trend evident since the 


Gross Operating surplus grew by 1.0% in the June quarter, continuing a pattern 
of falling growth rates evident fom December quarter 1995, By contrast the 


national average has remained fairly constant at about 1.8% for the past 3 
quarters, 


Indirect taxes less subsidies grew by 0.4% in the June quarter, continuing a pat- 
tern of falling growth rates evident from the September quarter 1995, 


The experimental GSP at constant prices grew 0.7% in the June quarter and was 
4.7% above June quarter 1995, The increase in GSP outstripped that of state fi- 
nal demand for the sixth consecutive quarter although the gap has narrowed 
significantly over the past 2 quarters,

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Growth in state final demand of 0.6% in the June quarter is below the national 
growth of 0.9% in domestic final demand. Growth in state final demand has 
been below the national average for 6 consecutive quarters although the gap 
has narrowed over the past 2 quarters. 


Private final consumption expenditure grew 0.4% in the June quarter compared 

with the national average of 0.8%. Growth in private final consumption expen- 

diture has been fairly constant over the past 3 quarters. Growth through the 

year to the June quarter 1996 was 2.1%, approximately haif the national rate of 
1%. 


Private gross fixed capital expenditure grew 2.8% in the June quarter compared 
with the national average of 1.8%. Increases in expenditure on equipment and 
non-dwelling construction more than offset the decline in expenditure on 
dwellings, which fell for the seventh consecutive quarter. 


The decline of 0.1% in public final demand reflects a fall in government final 
consumption expenditure (which fell for the sixth consecutive quarter) and 
quite strong growth in public gross fixed capital expenditure. 


international Accounts 


Exports In August 1996 the total value of merchandise exports was $338.6 million, a de- 
crease of 6.0% on July and an increase of 3.3% on August 1995. 


The commodity groups showing the largest decreases when compared with the 
previous month were road vehicles, parts etc., down $22.2 million, cereals etc. 
down $14.9 million and wool and sheepskins, down $5.2million. These de- 
creases were partly offset by increases in metals and metal manvfactures, up 
$15.6 million, and wine, up $6.5 million. 


Japan received 15.0%, the European Community 14.8% and the ASEAN coun- 
tries 12.3% of total exports in August. 


Exports from the agriculture, forestry and fishing industry fell by $32.8 million 
or 36.3%, mining exports fell by $3.5 million or 14.4% and manufacturing rose 
by $12.3 million or $.7%. 

MERCHANDISE EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 
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imports The value of merchandise imports for August 1996 was $309.9 million, the 
highest since July 1992 with $321.9 million of imports, a 16.9% increase on the 
previous month and a 3.5% increase on August 1995. Petroleum and petro- 
leum products accounted for the largest increase of unported merchandise, in- 
creasing by $23.5 million or 74.5% on the previous month, 


7 Consumption and Investment 


Retail Turnover The trend estimate of retail turnover in South Australia increased by 0.6% in 


August 1996 compared with 0.7% in each of the previous 3 months. The trend 
estimate for Australia increased by 0.5%. 


Over the past 3 months the trend estimate grew by $14.9 million with increases 
of $15.9 million in the food retailing, $3.2 million in hospitality and services, 
$2.0 million in department stores, and $1.1 million in recreational good retail- 
ing. This was partly offset by decreases of $4.9 million in other retailing group, 
and $2.2 million in clothing and soft good retailing. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in August 1996 increased 1.8%. 


In original t » South Australian retail turnover was $756.5 million, an in- 
crease of 1.6% on August 1995.

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NEW MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 
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When the June quarter 1996 is compared with the June quarter 1995, the num- 
ber of holiday flats, units and houses available for short-term letting increased. 
by 7.8%. Unit nights occupied increased by 13.8% while the unit occupancy 
rate rose from 35.9% to 38.0%. Accommodation takings increased by 20.0% 
from $2.5 million to $2.9 million while average takings per unit night occupied 
rose from $56 to $59. 


The trend estimate (in current prices) for private new capital expenditure in 
South Australia for the June quarter 1996 was $476 million. The increase of 
4.6% from the previous quarter is a continuation of trend growth which com- 
menced in December quarter 1995. The Australian figure rose by 6.6%, The 
South Australian total] for the quarter now represents 4.7% of the Australian 
figure. 


Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the June quarter 1996 was 
$513 million, an increase of 36.8% from the March quarter 1996. Buildings and 
structures accounted for $108 million, and equipment, plant and machinery 
$405 million. Expenditure for the 12 months to June 1996 fell by 15.3% from 
12 months to June 1995 with the Australian figure rising by 10.2%. 


PRIVATE NEW CAPITAL EXPENDITURE

The trend for dwelling unit approvals continued to rise with a 1.7% increase in 
August 1996 but was 15.4% lower than the August 1995 estimate. In original 
terms, the number of dwelling unit approvals was 547, an increase of 3.6% from 
July 1996. 


The national trend estimate for the total number of dwelling units approved in 
August 1996 (10,515) was 0.4% higher than the estimate for July and 2.9% be- 
low August 1995. In original terms, South Australia accounted for 4.9% of the 
total dwelling units approved in Australia during August 1996. 


DWELLING UNITS APPROVED 


Dwelling Commencements From the Building Activity Survey, it was estimated that 1,309 dwelling units 


were commenced in South Australia during the June Quarter 1996. The lates 
figure represented a rise of 14 dwellings units (1.1% increase) from the previ-

In August 1996, the value cf non-residential building projects approved in 
South Australia continued its rise to $60.9 million. This was 45.2% higher than 
the July 1996 total and almost double that of the August 1995 total. 


Expressed in average 1989-90 prices, the value of non-residential building ap- 
provals in South Australia for the June quarter 1996 was $178.2 million, a 
50.8% increase from the March quarter. 


The total value of budding work commenced in South Australia during the June 
quarter 1996 increased. by 33.2% to $370.9 million. This increase was generally 
confined to the non-residential building sector (64.8% increase) in particular 
the shops, other business premises and entertainment and recreational catego- 
ries. South Australia had a 7.0% decrease. in building commencements from 
the June quarter 1995 while the total for Austalia showed a 4.0% decrease. The 
South Australian share of total building commencements was 5.8% for the June 
quarter 1996. 


The total value of building work done during the June quarter 1996 increased 
by 7.5% to $292.2 million compared with an increase of 9.2% nationally. Com- 
pared with the June quarter 1995, South Australia had a 13.8% decrease in the 
value of total building work done while the national movement was an 8.0% 
decrease, 


The total value of building work yet to be done in South Australia was $407.8 
million at the end of June 1996, a rise of 26.8% from the previous quarter while 
the corresponding national figure remained steady. Expressed as a proportion 
of the national total, the total value of building work yet to be done in South 
Australia was 4.4% for the June quarter up from the previous quarter of 3.5%. 


VALUE OF BUILDING ACTIVITY 
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In the June quarter 1996 the value of engineering construction work done in 
South Australia increased by 13.9% to $225.7 million compared with a 19.9% 
increase nationally. South Australia had a 5.5% share of the national total of 
$4,114.7 million. The value of work commenced during the quarter fell by 
36.1% to $196.1 million for South Australia while the corresponding national 
figure fell by 31.4% to $3,072.4 million. The State's proportion of national com- 
mencements was 6.8% for the June quarter 1996.

The Price Index of Established Houses in Adelaide increased 0.2% whilst the 
Project Home Index decreased by 0.9% during the June quarter 1996. The 
weighted average of the 8 capital cities index, over the same period showed a 
1.2% and 0.1% increase respectively. 


Between June quarter of 1995 and 1996 the Price Index for Established Houses 
in Adelaide decreased by 3.0% and project homes by 2.2%. Nationally, for the 
12 month period, established house prices recorded a 1.1% increase and pro- 
ject homes rose by 0.8%. 


The passenger transport cost index measures changes in the costs of operating 
@ public transport passenger bus service in Adelaide. Costs covered include la- 
bour costs, leasing charges, registration and insurance, repairs and mainte- 
nance, fuel and overheads. The index has been compiled on a quarterly basis 
from September 1995 with a base of 100.0 in 1993-94, The June quarter 1996 
index was 104.2, down from 105.6 in March 1996, down from 104.9 in Decem- 
ber 1995 and up from the September 1995 index of 102.6.

At 31 March 1996 the estimated resident population of South Australia was 
1,477,700. This was an increase of 0.1% (2,210) persons from the December 
quarter. The continuing low growth rate for South Australia is attributable to a 
net outflow in interstate migration of 1,476 persons which was partly offset by a 
net inflow of overseas migration of 1,370 persons. In the March quarter there 
was a natural increase of 2,316 persons. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has decreased in re- 
cent months, thus reversing the continuous growth evident between January 
1995 and June 1996. The September 1996 estimate (659,500), however, is still 
0.4% higher than the level of 12 months ago. 


In September 1996, the trend estimate of employed persons in Australia was 
8,365,600. This was 1.1% higher than the level for September 1995. Over the 
past year, full-time and part-time employment have increased by 0.7% and 2.3% 
respectively. 
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After remaining at 8.6% in the 4 months to August, the trend unemployment 
rate for Australia has risen to 8.7% in September 1996. 


Overtime The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
August 1996 was 14.3%. This was lower than the August 1995 level of 15.9%. 


Nationally, the propotion of employees working overtime in August 1996 was 
14.9% compared with 16.2% a year earli 


Employees working overtime in South Australia recorded an average of 6.7 


Overtime hours per week in August 1996. This was lower than the correspond- 
ing national level of 6.8 hours. 


industrial Disputes 
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There were 2,800 working days lost through industrial disputes during July 
1996. At just 2.0% of the national total (137,300 working days lost), South Aus- 
tralia experienced a relatively low level of disputation. 


In the 12 months to July 1996, 34,600 working days had been lost due to indus- 
trial disputes in South Australia.

6,541 between June and July 1996. This figure was 21.0% higher than the num- 
ber of arrivals in July 1995, but was only 1.8% of the total number of arrivals for 
the whole of Australia. 


In July 1996, 12,818 residents of South Australia left to go overseas for a period 
of less than 12 months, an increase of 15.5% from June 1996. This compares 
with a decrease of 9.8% for the month in the total number of Australian resi- 
dents going overseas. However, 6.1% fewer South Australians left in July 1996 
than in July 1995.

Financial Markets 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time adult 
employees in South Australia increased from $625.40 in February 1996 to 
$634.00 in May 1996. Male full-time ordinary time earnings rose from £658.90 
in February 1996 to $671.70 in May 1996. Over the same period, the increase 
for females was less pronounced, from $554.90 to $555.20. 


Between February 1996 and May 1996, the trend estimate of average weekly to- 
tal earnings of all employees in South Australia increased from $522.40 to 
$531.50. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in empicyment as well as changes 
in pay levels, 


Over the 12 months to August 1996, the weekly award rates of pay index for 
full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.5%. This compares with 
an annual increase in the index of 1.2% for Australia. 


For full-time adult male employees in South Australia, the largest annual move- 
ment of the index occurred in the electricity, gas and water supply industry di- 
vision, with an increase of 3.6%, 


For full-time adult female employees, the largest annual movement of the index 
occurred in the public administration and defence industry division, with an in- 
crease of 2.1%, 
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Housing Finance 


The decline evident since January in the trend estimate for the value of owner- 
occupied housing commitments continued in August, falling 2.7% to $216.6 
million (13.8% below August 1995) and the lowest month in 3 years. In contrast 
the national trend increased 2.0% for the month (8.1% above the previous 
August).

Monthly Total 
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Total housing finance commitments (original figures including alterations and 
additions) decreased by 8.9% in August to $236.5 million, 13.8% below the pre- 
vious August. The most significant contributors to this decrease were commit- 
ments for the purchase of established dwellings (the largest category) down 
13.9% to $130.8 and construction of dwellings down 6.0% to $21.6 million 
(36.8% below the previous August). Commitments for construction of dwellings 
in August have declined to 4.2% of the national towl. Alterations and additions 
also decreased, down 13.0% to $18.9 million. 


Commitments for refinancing increased 3.7% to $59.5 million, 26.7% above the 
previous August. Refinancing now represents 25.2% of the total new lending 
commitments for the State, a similar proportion to the national total. 


Total commitments for August decreased 4.2% to $182.8 million, 12.7% lower 
than August 1995, The national decreases were 13.5% and 0.3% respectively. 
South Australian commitments represented 6.6% of the national total. 


Fixed loan commitments decreased 10.5% due mainly to a 38.4% fall in refi- 
nancing to a jevel 47.0% below the previous August and the lowest month since 
April 1994, The falls were partly offset by the increase in commitments for used 
motor cars and station wagons, the largest category, which rose 6.9% to $39.1 
million during the month while commitments for new motor cars and station 
wagons decreased 9.5% ta $11.4 million. 


PERSONAL FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
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Revolving credit facilities increased 6.8% to $74.6 million during the month, 
3.4% above August 1995. 


For the first time in 11 months, total commercial finance commitments has 
fallen below the corresponding month of the previous year. Total commitments 
decreased 32.3% to $444.6 million in August 1996, down 3.7% on August 1995. 
Nationally the decrease was 24.0% during the month but 2.2% higher than the 


previous August. 


The main decrease occurred with revolving credit facilities which declined 
54.4% to $151.1 million, from the high figure for July. Nationally che decline 
was 27.8% with South Australia representing 2.8% of the Australian figure. The 
largest falis were recorded for agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting down 
$98.9 million (86.5%) and manufacturing down $80.1 million (77.7%). 


Lease Finance

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Commitments under fixed loan facilities decreased 9.7% to $293.5 million dur- 
ing August (5.3% of the Australian total), and 5.3% below August 1995. The 
main decreases were for community services, down $7.0 million (30.9%) after 
two high months, and agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting, down $6.3 mil- 
lion (14.4%). The latter category has fallen over for the past 3 months to previ- 
ous levels. Also manufacturing, finance, investment and insurance, recreation, 


personal and other services all had big decreases after recording high figures for 
July.

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Forward Outlook 


Composite Leading indicator The Composite Leading Indicator (CLD is a single tume series produced 
by aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been devel- 
oped by the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms 
of economic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of eco- 
nomic indicators and is designed to assist the detection of turning points 
between successive expansions and slow downs of economic activity as 
measured by constant price GDP(A). It does not attempt to forecast the 
level of economic activity. 


In the June quarter 1996 : 


m@ the experimental CLI rose 0.27%, following a 0.26% rise in the March 
quarter 1996, 


® The CLI is now showing a trough at the September quarter 1995 fol- 
lowed by strong growth.. 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Eco- 
nomic Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in 
the September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators 
(1307.4). 


Australian Business Expectations Surveys of business expectations have been available to decision makers 
for a number of years from several sources. These surveys provided 
qualitative indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses ex- 
pecting a rise or fall in future business conditions. Since the December 
quarter 1993, the ABS has been compiling a quantitative indicator of 
business expectations in the form of an expected weighted aggregate 
change in a range of economic variables. These data are available on a 
quarterly basis in Australian Business Expectations (5250.0).
